Complaints have reached 
this Chamber of grestand apparently cause- 
less. dolay in the delivery of some of the 
mails and of the closing of others - earlier 
than usual or thun would appear. to bo 
necessary, to the serious inconvenience and 
Joss of time to those: cugaged in business, 
Complaints have also lately been mude in 
thu Press to the sume effect, and my Com- 
mittee therefore beg leave to'call the attan- 
tion “of the Govern mont to this matter. 

To give some cares in point. Qn the 4th 
inst. the M, M. steamer Yarra, with the 
French mail. from Europe, reached her 
buoy at 7a.m. The delivery was announe- 
ed to bo begun ut noon, but the letters 
wore nut delivered until between 1 p.m. 
and 2 p.m. Qn tho samo day the M, M. 
steamer Salazie, from Shanghai, arrived 
and anchored at 2 p.m. Her mails, how- 
ever, were not delivered until 7 pm., and 
several hongs did not receive bags until 
after, that hour, 

It is particularly inconvenient for firms 
closing their mails to Europe or America to 
be kept waiting for advices from the North, 
in some cases until a late hour, and even
